Following the name of the variety, are given the name of the originator and the 
year the variety was first introduced for sale. 


SIZE AND COLOR CLASSIFICATION: 


The next three figures designate the floret size and color classification as adopted 
by the North American Gladiolus Council. The first digit indicates the floret size while 
the last two digits indicate the color classification.

100 — Florets under 2% inches. 
200 — Florets 2% inches thru 314 inches. 
300 — Florets above 3% inches thru 4% inches, 
400 — Florets 4% inches thru 5% inches. 
500 — Florets 5 1/5 inches and larger.

65, 69, 77 and 79 indicate conspicious markings such as darker blotches and feathers for 
the color (indicated by number) immediately preceding those odd number, as shown on 
the color table above. 


BLOOMING DATE: 

The set of figures following the floret size and color classification, indicate the 
number of growing days required from planting to date of blooming. The number of days 
to bloom is usually figured for large bulbs. Medium size bu!bs usually require from five 
to seven days longer to bloom. Because of variations in climate, the number of days for 
a particular variety to bloom may vary by several days. However, the listed blooming 
dates will give a fair approximation of what to expect of a variety.

GEN. EISENHOWER (Salmon 48) 562-85 
New Holland introduction that has made friends. A brilliant begonia-rose which grows 
up to 60 inches. Opens 8 to 10 large blooms that are often 74 inches across. 


GLAMIS (Palmer 40) 530-90 
Everyone will agree that this is one of the most beautiful glads. It is a clear ruffled 
rose-pink with 6 or 8 florets open. 


GOLDEN ARROW (D. S. Pruitt 47) 510-85 
Clear light yellow that grows 60 inches tall. The 5% inch florets are firmly attached 
to a strong spike of 18 buds. Bulblets are large and grow up to No. 1 bulbs. Should 
become popular. 


GOLDEN STATE (Wheeler 42) 512-90 
Clear rich yellow that is a tall grower. Opens up to 10 on a long flowerhead. This gets 
my vote for the best commercial clear yellow. A florist’s favorite. 


GRACIE ALLEN (Wilson 43) 450-80 
One of my favorites. Here is a glad that should be better known. Clear, deep scarlet 
that opens eight 5 inch florets on a fine straight spike. I feel sure you will like this one. 


GRATITUDE (Fischer 46) 424-75 
Tall salmon-orange with sharp yellow blotch. Opens 6 to 8 on a tall spike. Looks like 
a good cut flower. 


GREEN LIGHT (Pfitzer 40) 306-85 
Milky white overlaid with peculiar greenish sheen. Large well formed slightly ruffled 
florets. Bulbs always look rough but grow well. 
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HARRY HOPKINS (Salmon 47) 462-85 
Wine red with slight purple glow, this one was fine here this past summer, grew tall, 
straight with 6-8 open on every spike 100% cutter. 


HAWKEYE RED (Heaton 44) 450-85 
A bright red sport of Vagabond Prince, which opens 8 to 10 well-placed florets on a 
tall strong spike. Outstanding this past season. 


HIGH FINANCE (Wilson 40) 582-95 
One of the leading smoky glads. It is a tall orange-grey with a cream throat and is a 
paler version of the older Mother Machree. 


HIGH LIFE (K. & M.) 376-80 a 
Early light blue with a deeper throat. Opens 6 blooms on a slender spike. This is a 
good early cut flower, with some crooking. 


HOSTESS (Harris 44) 430-80 
A lovely shrimp-pink with white blotch. Has good spikes with good placement. Sold 
out early last year in Canada and stocks are still limited. One for all cut flower growers 
to raise. 


HUNTRESS (Jack 45) 466-75 
Because of its earliness, color and ruffling, Huntress will please everyone. Opens 8 
large lavender florets on a perfectly formed spike of medium height. Will become very 
popular. 


INVICTUS (Pacific Bulb Co. 42) 441-70 
Invictus is white turning toward a vivid pink near the heart of the flower and climaxed 
by a large scarlet throat. It is one of the first spikes to bloom. Ta!] grower making 100 
per cent good spikes. 


JAYS JOY (Youman) 422-88 
A tall vigorous orange with 5 inch florets and a well formed spike. The blooms are 
perfectly placed. 


JOHAN Von KONYNENBURG (K.& M.) 486-85 
Rich glowing scarlet-orange. Opens 8 large florets on a well built spike, and is sup- 
posed to be the last word in reds. 


JUNE DAY (Roberts 46) 441-58 
A pure pink with a small cherry blotch. It opens 6 or 7 florets on a tall 20 bud spike 
and has very good placement. It is about the earliest variety grown and will be very 
profitable as a cut flower. 


KENWOOD (Lins 48) 452-80 
A pure red that opens 6 five and one-half inch blooms on a tall spike. The blooms are 
well attached and open wide and are of good substance. This glad is a very good 
propagator and opens well after cutting. 


KING ALFRED (Hobbs 45) 532-80 
A very large orange-salmon with a cream blotch. It is a wonderful grower of tall 
spikes and opens 6 on a 21 inch flowerhead. It has a good show record and received an 
award of merit from the Maryland trial gardens. King Alfred is a really distinctive 
glad that I know you will like. 


KING CLICK (Wilson 41) 552-90 
Bright scarlet which opens eight to ten on a long flowerhead. Grows 60 inches tall 
and has a good show record. 


KING LEAR (Palmer 38) 570-75 
Large reddish-purple with a silver line on the edge of each petal. Opens 6 huge, beau- 
tiful blooms and is a great glad for roadside sales. 


KING WILLIAM (Schenetsky 40) 530-85 
This is a soft salmon and apricot with a lighter cream throat. It is a good Picardy 
sport, and in the opinion of many growers, more beautiful. King William is a very 
good show glad and cut flower. 
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KLONDIKE (Snyder 47) 412-75 
Tall deep yellow with 5 inch florets that has 8 open and 7 showing color on a 20 bud 
spike. The florets are ruffled and have good texture. Good growing habits should make 
this an outstanding cut flower. 


LADY ANNE (Buchanan 47) 400-67 
In my opinion the best early white. It is better than Texas. Opens 7 lustrous and 
ruffled 6 inch florets on a 27 inch flowerhead. One of the best new varieties. Don’t miss 
LADY ANNE. 


LARIME (Wilson 48) 425-90 
Very showy orange with a darker blotch. A very striking glad. Opens ten 5 inch florets 
on a strong spike. In my opinion certainly one of the best orange glads. 


LAVENDER PRINCE (LaSalle 44) 466-90 
The lavender class has been strengthened by this one. Its vigor, the ease with which 
it grows, and propagates, and its stretchy spike make it a good cut flower and a heavy 
show winner. 


LEADING LADY (Johnson 42) 506-87 
A white sport of Picardy that is the leading glad today. It has won all kinds of 
Championships. Spikes are tall with 8 large blooms open and well placed. Don’t miss 
growing Leading Lady. 


LIPSTICK (Balentine 41) 441-90 
Beautiful light rose pink with a deeper blotch. Opens 8 on a good tall spike. This one 
always makes a hit, and is a fine cut flower, crooks slightly at times. 


MAX REGER (Pfitzer 35) 377-72 
In my opinion this is one of the finest blues. Light blue with a deeper throat. Opens 8. 
The only fau'ts we can find is that bulbs look rough and it is of medium height. 


MID AMERICA (Knierim 47) 550-85 
Huge deep red exhibition glad. Opens 8 well attached florets on a long spike of 24-26 
buds the florets are well attached to a long flowerhead often reaching 33 to 36 inches. 


MIGHTY MONARCH (Butt 46) 552-88 
An exceptionally strong growing variety with a deep Red Velvet glow. Opns 6 or 7 
huge florets on a long 20-26 bud flowerhead. A very heavy show winner. 


MISS WISCONSIN (Kreuger 48) 460-90 
There is no competition for this rose glad. It opens 6 to 8 five inch florets on good 
spikes. A wonderful show glad. One that growers are buying in large quantities. One 
of my favorites. 


MISTAYA (Kletch 47) 586-90 
Large smoky lavender sport of R. B. Has won largest bloom in the show quite often. 
Very tall strong grower and is destined to become very popular. A must for show fans.

Grows tall and straight with nice long spikes with 6 to 8 open. Unusually good 
grower. 


MOHAWK (Stevens 40) 454-85 
The demand for this picks up each year. A dark maroon-red that opens up to 8 on a 55 
to 60 inch spike. The best in this shade. 


MOONRAY (Harris 45) 406-80 
A decided improvement in the light yellows. Has 8 nicely placed florets open at a time, 
though I have seen 12 open. An easy grower that will become popular. Recommended. 


MOTHER KADEL (Kadel 41) 410-77 
A clear medium yellow, 5 to 7 well placed blooms open on a spike of 15 to 17 buds. The 
best low priced commercial yellow on the market today. 


MOTHER MACHREE (Stevens 27) 480-85 


A smoky lavender shading out to a purplish red at the tips. Good grower and one of 
the all time favorites of a lot of folks. 
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MOUNTAIN GEM (Requa 46) 486-80 


A rich beautiful shade of red with a tiny silver edge on each petal. It has a 24 inch 
flowerhead with 18 buds. Some regard this as most beautiful red. Not too healthy. 


MOUNT INDEX (Miller 42) 401-68 


Here is the perfect early flowering white. The exquisitely formed florets are firmly 
attached and placed on very tall spikes. Opens 8. Without a doubt, one of the best com- 
mercial glads. Don’t miss Mt. Index. 


MYRNA FAY (Lines 42) 466-70 


An attractive medium shade of lavender, often flecked deeper. Opers 8 to 10 ona 
medium tall spike. It blooms well from all sizes and is one that is extra good for early 
blooms. 


NEON (E. H. Young 44) 442-95 


A medium pink that is a 100% cutter of very good spikes. Florets have good texture 
and are well placed. It has 43 inch blooms with 8 to 10 open on a 20 bud spike. Fine 
show glad. 


NILA (Pruitt 47) 454-85 


' If you like the dark ones, I am sure you will like Nila. A tall dark red that opens 7-9 
round well placed blooms on a 18 to 20 bud spike. Always grows tall and straight.

A strong 
grower with 53 inch plain, wide open florets on a 60 inch spike with 18 buds, 28 inch 
. flowerhead. It has life and is a real good purple. 


PICARDY (Palmer 31) 530-90 
The well known Picardy is a beautiful light salmon-pink. I have not offered this for 


the past five years, but now have a healthy strain of this glad that will produce mar- 
‘velous spikes. 
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PINK PARAGON (Cassabeer 43) 342-90 é 
Bright clear pink, which opens 5 to 7 blooms on a long flowerhead, One that florists 
are fond of. Outstanding as a commercial. 


PINK RADIANCE (Quakenbush 41) 440-85 
A pure pink, opens 6 to 8 on a tall spike. A very dependable glad and one of my 
favorites for cutting. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN (Salmon 48) 540-95 
Light blush pink with salmon-white base. Opens 8 on a tall spike. The huge florets are 
beautiful, reaching 7 inches across. Have heavy texture and are well placed on a long 
head with 26 to 30 buds. 


PURPLE SUPREME (Wilson 42) 470-85 ; 
One of the good purples for show and commercial use. It opens 8 on a very tall spike 
and is a heavy propagator. A glad which everyone seems to like. 


RADIANCE (Butt 42) 350-70 . 
A very early light red with deeper feather in the throat. An attractive color. Has good 
placement with 8 medium size florets open. Good early cut flower. 


RAVEL (K. & M. 47) 477-77 : 
A fine dark blue that has a lot of class opens 6 on a perfect spike. Certainly one of the 
best blues to date.
